Our  rings,  Washington  trip,  Senior  play  and  Senior  Prom  were 
events  everyone  looked  forward  to.  But  the  highlight  was  our  graduation.  We  thought  of  graduation,  not 
as  a  "finish,  "  but  as  the  beginning  of  our  careers.
